EXTINCT BIRDS OF MISSOURI 
By R. Dede 

William T, Hornaday in his "Our 
Vanishing Wild Life," published 
in 1913, lists the following spe- 
cies of birds as extinct in Mis- 
souri: Carolina Parrakeet, Ivory- 
billed Woodpecker, Passenger Pi- 
geon, Whooping Crane, and Pinnat- 
ed Grouse. 

The last flock of Carolina Par- 
rakeets in Missouri was observed 
by Dr. A. Fe Eimbeck in Warren 
County on November 3, 1867. Since 
then various reports have come in 
the last positively certain occur- 
rence noted being that of two of 
the species in Stone County by T. 
S. Powell in 1891. In the wilds 
of Florida the bird made its last 
stand. In 1904 a flock of thir- 
teen birds was seen near Lake O- 
kechobee. Since then there have 
been no reports. This Parrakeet 
is the only member of its order 
that ranged into the United States 
during our own times,and with its 
disappearance the Order Psittaci- 
formes totally vanished from our 
country. In former times it must 
have been exceedingly abundant, 
for J. K. Townsend writes in 1833 
"We saw vast numbers of the beau- 
tiful parrot." It was destroyed 
because it was destructive to 
fruit and for its plumage and ma- 
ny were trapped alive to be kept 
in captivity. 

The Ivory-billed Woodpecker has 
become extinct for a different 
reason. The dense virgin forests 
which formerly provided it with 
suitable nesting sites and abun- 
dant food supply have given way 
to the hand of man and the Ivory- 
billed Woodpecker has gone with 
them. Otto Widmann in his "Pre- 
liminary Catalog of the Birds of 
Missouri," writes: "The last re- 
cord of its capture in Missouri

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EXTINCT BIRDS OF hiISSOURI 
(continued from first page) 
is November 1895, when Captain Gil- 
lespie of the St. Louis police 
force brought one home from Stod- 
dard Co,,and had it mounted by Mr. 
Frank Schwarz. It wes a male and 
was killed near the Little River 
on November 8 by a local hunter, 
named Soradlin, eight miles south- 
west of Morley, Scott County. 

The Passenger Pigeon is the clas- 
sie example of the wanton destruc- 
tion of a species for the sake of 
MmOney Its occurrence in immense 
flocks, one of which was estimated 
by Alexander Wilson in his "Ameri- 
cai Ornithology" to number more 
than 2,230,272,000 individuals to- 


eether with its ease of capture 
male it an easy prey to the for- 
tune hunter. The last flock to 

be observed in Missouri was seen 


on December 17, 1896, near Attic, 
Oregon County, by Mr. C. U. Hold- 
en and consisted of about fifty 
individuals. The last wild spe- 
cimen was taken near Detroit, 
Michigan, on September 14, 1908, 
and mounted by C. Campion. To un- 
derstand the sudden disappearance 
of this species, consider the fol- 
lowing report of a select commit- 
tee of the Senate of Ohio, in 1857 
on a bill proposed to protect the 
passenger pigeon: "The passenger 


pigeon needs no protection, Won- 
derfully prolific, having the 
vast forests of the North as its 


breeding grounds, traveling hun- 
dreds of miles in search of food, 
it is here to-day and elsewhere 
tomorrow, and no ordinary destruc- 
tion can lessen them, or be mis- 
sed from the myriads that are 
yearly produced." The folly of 
this report is apparent today. 
Any wild species of bird can be 
exterminated in less than twenty 
years by commercial interests. 
That no living species follow the 
fate of the Passenger Pigeon is 
imperative and can only be achiev- 
ed by intelligent laws and willing- 
ness on the nart of the people to 
obey them.

There have been two coped of the Texas woddpecizar tn: Clayton 
during April, one by Dr. Adrian Bleyer and the other by Jack Stupp. 
Both records, we feel are questionable, especially since it has never 
vefore been found in the state, or even near Missouri. Nevertheless, 
it is hoped that the records may be confirmed, 

Dr. Bleyer also reports seeing a flock of Bohemian Waxwings on 
April lOth. This elso useds confirma tion because of the difficulty of 
distinguishing the species, and because of the rarity of it at this 
season, 

Miss Beaman and Miss Harrowell report an occupied nest of the 
Migrant Shrike at Wild Horse Creek, Apr. 22nd; a Prairie Horned Lark's 
nest on the Creve Coeur Golf Course, Mar. lst; and a nesting Phoebe 
on April 8th on Sulpher Spring's Road. 

Noteworthy among the records of the month are the several obser- 
vations of the Evening Grosbeak, a rare winter visitant; the flocks of 
White-fronted, Lesser Snow, and Blue Goose at Dresser's Island; the 
rare Ruffed Grouse in its native haunts at Arcadia, Mo; the unusual 
Barn and Saw-whet Owls in St. Louis proper; the very early date for the 
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Wilsonts Warbler at Columbia, lio; 

the conjectured hybrid between the 

English and the European Tree Spar- 
row, called to the attention of 

the club for the first time; and 

the Yellow Palm Warbler, at Horse- 

shoe Lake. There were two known 
sight records of this bird here 

last year, but these are the only 

ones that have ever been reported 

for Missouri.
